HARD WORK OF FIREMEN. 


The drought which has prevailed throughout the Northwest°for the last month has 


been foll 


ec ed by disastrous fires on the prairies and in the forests of Indiana, Michi- 
gan, North and South Dakota, Nebraska, and Canada. Lesser fires have prevaiied in 


me ‘Jilinois, Ohio, and Wisconsin. ? 


In several instances entire villages have been Swept away by the flames and a 
number of human lives have'been sacrificed. Much live stock has also perished. 
The loss to the farmers has been very heavy, and reports show that hundfeds of 


thousands of dollars’ worth of buildings, grain, and hay has been destroyed. 


The 


heaviest losses seem to have been sustained in Michigan/and Indiana. 
Advices from Detroit and Indianapolis indicate a serious condition of affairs in the 


yural districts tributary to those cities. 


At least ten lives have been lost inthe fires, which are raging along the Canadian 
border just north of the Minnesota. State line, and three persons perished in the Ottawa 


River Valley. 


In many places the settlers were compelled to flee for their lives and many narrow

TEN LIVES Lost) IN CANADA. 


Settlers Have Many Narrow Escapes 
_ from the Burning Forests Along 
the Border. 


Duluth, Minn., Oct. 6.—[Special.]—Reports 
received here from the Canaclan berder, 
where the forest and prairie fires have been 
raging, say that the flames are spreading 

/ and that there is great danger of their reach- 
ing the thickly populated settlements. So 
far ten people -have lost their lives. Thou- 
sands of dollars’ worth of timber has been 
destroyed and many persons have lost their 
homes and crops. Settlers have been fight- 
ing the flames night and day for over a 
week. The Swarth line between the United 
States and Manitoba has been completely 
obliterated. 

Strenuous efforts are being made to pre- 
vent the fire from getting a start on the 
American side of the line, but grave fears 
are entertained. 

Near White Mouth a trapper by the name 
of Laundry was burned todeath. A German 
woman living in a small house near where 
the fire was most furious yesterday is re- 
ported to have been burned to death and 
the children are missing.

Detroit, Mich., Oct. 7.—[Special.]—A fire 
which originated on the stage of the Detroit 
Opera-House at 1 o’clock this (Thursday) 
morning caused a loss of nearly $1,000,000. 


Buildings Destroyed. 
The buildings destroyed were: 


Detroit Opera-House. 

Ten-story building oceupied by the 
H. R. Leonard Furniture company. 

Four-story building occupted.by the 
C. H. Michel Table Supply company. 

The Fair, a four story structure. 

E. Chope & Sons’ carriage factory. 

Block of tenement houses at the foot 
of Hastings street. 

The cause of the fire is unknown, but the 
flames spread quickly until the rear of the 
opera-house was completely enveloped. 

Owing to the peculiar construction of the 
building the firemen experienced great dif- 
ficulty in getting to work. 

Within fifteen minutes the entire interior 
of the opera-house was a roaring furnace ef 
flame, and the building at 1:15 was prac- 
tically destroyed. 


Furniture Establishment Goes. 


While the fire apparatus was preparing to

Michel Table Supply company, which ad- 
joined the opera-house on the east at the 
corner of Monroe avenue and the Campus 
Martius. While some firemen were ascend- 
ing a ladder at the front of the Michel 
building two of them fell and were quite 
seriously injured.

Chicago’s Universal Gas company and 
Mutual Fuel Gas company are now in the 
process of being gobbled by somebody be- 
lieved to be the famous “ Gas ’’ McMillan, 
whose operations in St. Louis, Boston, New 
York, Detroit, and other cities have startled 
American financiers and trust specialists. 
Gotham and Amstérdam (Holland) people 
are said to be furnishing the $6,750,000 price 
asked for the two concerns. Negotiations 
apparently have reached the point where 
the consummation of the deal is assured. 

The management of the companiés will be 
combined and the field of operation greatly 
extended as a brisk rival for the trust. 
There is talk of an expenditure of at least 
$10,000,000 in building new mains into the 
business and prineipal residence districts. 
The charters of both companies limit them 
to 90-cent gas. If a war with the trust 
comes 50-cent gas is mentioned as a pos- 
sibility.

In the River for Twelve Hours. 

Mr. and Mrs. Young, who live south about 
eight miles, lost everything, and only saved 
their lives by staying in the river for twelve 
hours, when they were able to come on to 
the burned ground after the fire had passed. 
Nearly every one in the path of the ames 
lost everything. 

From Ottawa, Ont., comes the informa- 
tion that the Canada Atlantic railroad has 
not yet been able to get to Casselman on 
account of the fire which started in that 
vicinity yesterday, and which raged all 
-night. The Nation River, a small stream, 
passes through Casselman, and the wood- 
work of the iron bridge over it has been 
burned down.

A ck of tenement houses at the foot of 
Hastings street caught fire from sparks and 
were destroyed. 


Narrow Escapes. 

Shortly before 1 o'clock an explosion was 
heard and flames were seen in the direction 
of the rear of the opera-house. A quick 
alarm was turned in. In a few seconds the 
rear wall of the theater fell into the alley. 
As the wall fell the officers saw two figures 
coming down the outside of the fire escape, 
closely pursued by the flames, which were 
leaping from every window. 

They were the forms of William Moore 
and his wife, who take care of the building 
and sleep on the fifth floor. They had hard- 
ly reached the ground and been hurried 
away. to a place of safety before an ex- 
plosion was heard, and followed at interv#s 
of a minute or two with half a dozen others. 

The explosions were caused by the cal- 
cium tanks used for the stage lights. There 
were eight of them on the stage and at each 
explosion a section of the walls woutd fall 
and the sparks would fly im every direction. 
Within ten minutes from the time of tie first 
alarm all the avaNable fire apparatus in the 
down-town district was at hand and in serv- 


fee and that from the outlying precincts was 


hurrying toward the center of the town. 
By that time the whole er of the Detroit 
Opera-House was one sol mass of flames, 
the. sparks from the burhing scenery and 
light furniture spreading over blocks of the 
down-town buildings.

There will be three distinct factors in the 
Chicago gas field—the trust, the Consoll- 
dated Universal and Mutual Fuel, and the 
Ogden Gas company. The Universal and 
Ogden companies both hold blanket. fran- 
chises for the streets of the whole city, and 
unless they come under the guidance of the 
trust will always be a menace to that com- 


pany. 
Rumor About the Ogden. 

It is also stated negotiations are in 
progress for the purchase of the Ogden cdm- 
pany by a heavy Eastern sy ndicate, and that 
this deal will likely be consummated ina 
few ‘weeks. Under the gas frontage act It 
will be impossible in the future for any new 
companies to get into Chicago. 

The Universal ‘Gas company has one of 
the largest and most complete gas manu- 
facturing plants In the world, at Archer ave- 
nue and the South Branch of the Chicago 
River. It has a capacity of 12,000,000 cubic 
feet daily, but the company has only about 
ten miles of mains laid. The Universal's 
authorized capital stock is $5,000,000, of 
which only sar sins has been issued. Its 
officers are:

TWO RECORDS IN ONE TRIP 


KAISER WILHELM DER GROSSE LOW- 
ERS THE TIME EASTWARD. 


New Ocean Steamship Makes the Trip 
from New York to Plymouth in 
Five Days Fifteen Hours and Ten 
Minutes, the Average Time Being 
21.901 Knots Per Hour—Now Holds 
the Southampton Record Both East 
and West.

London, Oct. 6.—The new North German 
Lloyd steamship Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse 
arrived at Plymouth from New York today 
in the record time of 5 days, 15 hours, and 
10 minutes. 

It left Sandy Hook at 6:15 p. m. on Sept. 
80, and the daily runs were 367, 504, 500, 
507, 510, 519, and 55 knots. 

The distance from Sandy Hook to Eddy- 
stone lighthouse, fourteen miles south- 
southwest of Plymouth breakwater, is 
2,962 knots, whith it covered at an average 
rate of speed of 21.91 knots an hour. 


Mail to London Within Six Days. 
The train carrying its mails will arrive at 
Paddington station at 10 o'clock this even- 
ing, and the mails will be delivered in Lon- 


don within six days. 

The Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse on its ar- 
rival at New York on Sept. 26 on its maiden 
trip made the passage from Southampton 
in five days twenty-two hours and thirty- 
five minutes, at an average speed of 21.39 
knots, lowering the westward Southampton 
record, held by the St. Paul, by one hour and 
fifty-six minutes., By smashing the records 
both eastward and westward it is now queen 
of the Southampton course. 


Kaiser Friederich Launched.

GERMAN SOCIALIST CONGRESS. 


President Schippel Declares Soldiers 


Were Wanted to Fight the North 
“ American Bourgeois. 


[SPECIAL CABLE.] 

Hamburg, Oct. 6—The opinion now pre- 
vails that the Socialist congress sitting in 
this city will decide in favor of the Socialists 
participating in the election for members of 
the Prussian Landtag, which is the principal 
question to be decided at the conference. 
The followers of Herr Bebel, one of the 
Socialist leaders in the Reichstag, are will- 
ing to agree to this and to form an alliance 
with the advanced liberals in the Prussian 
Diet. 

At yesterday’s sitting of the congress 218 
delegates were present. Herr Schippel, one 
of the Socialist Deputies for Berlin, pre- 
sided. A long report was presented recom- 
mending Parliamentary action in favor ofa 
working week of sixty-three hours. 

Herr Hoffman of Hamburg complained of 
the unjust treatment to which German sail- 
ors were subjected, and asserted that in the 
ship-yards Socialist workmen had been dis- 
missed because of their political faith. Herr 
Auer of Berlin confirmed the statements 
made by Herr Hoffman, and denounced the 
officers of the ship-yards and other govern- 
ment works for acting as spies upon work- 
men. . 

Herr Schippel quoted the declaration of 
Herr Richter, the leader of the Reichstag 
radicals, that the Socialists’ duty was to 
silence the government's demand for a vote 
of 170,000,000 marks for new artillery. He 
declared that soldiers were not needed to 
fight the German bourgeois, but the North 
American bourgeois, which was the worst 
of all.

bullion. Shipments of lumber and fish have 
greatly fallen off. 


Brazilian Insurgent Taken. 


Rio Janeiro, Oct. 6.—Canudos, the strong- 
hold of the fanatics, has been captured by 
the government troops after a desperate en- 
gagement and Antonio Conselheiro has been 
taken prisoner. Antonio, the Counsellor, as 
he is called, has been from the outset the 
backbone of the insurrection tn Bahia, and 
without his presence and direction it is likely 
to collapse. 


Handy Gets More Space.

‘Correspondence with Tennyson 
Makesa Stir in England. 


MADE PUBLIC BY HER WISH. 


[SPECIAL CABLE.] 

London, Oct. 6.—{Copyright, 1897, by the 
New York Post.]—No little talk has been 
aroused in political circles today over pas- 
sages in Lord Tennyson's biography which 
nearly all the reviewers purposely or acci- 
dentally overlook. These passages, in let- 
ters between Lord Tennyson and the Queen, 
furnish the first direct evidence of the 
Queen's bitter and active hostility to the 
home rule policy of her then constitutional 
advisers and quite upset the notion that the 
Queen has become the mere echo of her 
Ministers’ views. 

It is a well-known fact that the letters are 
now published by the deliberate wish of her 
Majesty. This lends peculiar interest and 
importance ‘to the disclosure, suggesting 
either her belief that Irish home rule is 
dead beyond recall, though Mr. John Mor- 
ley has*this week again nailed the home rule 
colors to the Liberal mast, or else her fixed 
determination to withhold her acceptance of 
any such constitutional change. 

Mr. Gladstone was the Queen’s Prime Min- 
ister in June, 1885, and by the constitution 
the recipient of her political confidences; 
yet she was at this time writing to Lord 
Tennyson on political topics in a letter which 
is withheld, but which, as Lord Tennyson's 
reply suggests, was in opposition to Mr, 
Gladstone's views. 

Again, in April, 1886, two days after Mr. 
Gladstone, again as the Queen’s first Min- 
ister, introduced the home rule bill in the 
Commons, the Queen writes: 

‘“‘T cannot in this letter allude to politics, 
but I know what your feelings must be,”’ 
which Lord Tennyson accepts in his reply 
as a reference to “‘ the disastrous policy of 
the day,’ and declares that he would die 
rather than see the rebellious loyalists of 
Ulster répressed. 

This evidence of the Queen's stepping out- 
side of her constitutional advisers to con- 
demn the Irish cause, and possibly embar- 
rass her Ministers, will certainly cause much 
pain in Ireland, if it does not create polit- 
ical troubles. 

Even the Times questions whether it is 
discreet to publish the letters.

The weather 
has been warm and the large territory the 
Board. of Health has to cover makes perfect 
scrutiny impossible and germs are being dls- 
tributed which, if the totality of cases was 
fewer, would easily be restrained. While the 
number of cases under treatment today is 
in the neighborhood of 250, there are many 
houses which have not yet been disinfected, 
oe which the patients have been declared 
well.

The disease has seem- 
ingly died out at Ocean Springs, where the 
epidemic originated. 

Mobile, Ala., Oct. 6.—The total cases of 
yellow fever here reached the hundred mark 
today. Total deaths to date, sixteen. There 
were no deaths reported today, and only four 
new cases. 

Edwards, Miss., Oct. 6.—There have been 
sixteen new cases of fever today—four whites 
and twelve negroes.

NOVAK MAKES A CONFESSION.

means that Senator Cullom’s friend cannot 
represent the United States anywhere in 
Emperor William's territory. No explana- 
tion is ever vouched when one government 
refuses to accept the representative of an- 
other power, but it Is the case of persona 
non grata just the same, as in the case of 
an Ambassador or Minister. 

While there are no specific charges on file 
against Neumann at the Department of 
State in this country, it is well known that 
the German Consul at Chicago made repre- 
sentations to his home government which 
did not have a tendency to reflect any great 
amount of credit upon Mr, Neumann. 

From the time Neumann's name was men- 
tioned for a consulate up:to the date of his 
sailing those who were his sponsors were 
kept in hot water on his account, and all 
sorts of rumors were current as to his char- 
acter and various episodes in his career, 
particularly since he became a resident of 
Chicago. 


World’s’ Fair Trouble. 


A World's Fair enterprise with which he 
was connected made an invidious distinction 
against some German musicians, and the 
at was not permitted to be overlooked by 

aiser Wilhelm’s representative at Chicago. 

Under the circumstancés the only thing 
Neumann can do will be to take his gripsack 
and return to his adopted country. 

The news of his rejection caused no sur- 
prise at the State department. Mr. Neu- 
mann was appointed to his post last May and 


went to Cologne soon afterwards. He has ‘ 


since exercised the functions of his office, 
but this has been only by the tolerance of 
the German authorities in order to afford an 
opportunity to consider the reports concern- 
ing him, . 


Same Fate for Bouchsein. 

Following close upon the héels of the turn- 
ing down of Neumann comes a story to the 
effect that another Chicagoan numed Max 
Bouchsein may share the same fate as his 
fellow-eountryman by being refused the 
exequdtor at Berlin. Bouchsein is in the 
same category with Neumann, according to 


the German representative at Chicago, and | 


would not be a creditable Consul in any city 
of the German empire. It may never be 
known why, but he will have to retrace his 
steps a sadder if not a wiser officehunter. 
Most of the recent consular and diplomatic 
appointments of Illinoisans at home and 
abroad were made with the sanction of the 
National Republican committeemen or mem- 
bers of the State Republican organization. 
In the cases of Neumann and Bouchsein, 
however, Senators Cullom and Mason were 
their sponsors, and each Senator urged the 
appointment of his candidate on purely per- 
sonal grounds despite the earnest protest 
of numerous Chicagoans. who not only made 
personal appeals, but wrote strong reasons 
why these places should not be conferred 
upon friends of Illinois Senators. But these 
appeals were unheeded, and now the leaders 
have no one to blame but themselves for 
the course things have taken in Germany. 


F. Wight Neumann, recently appointed 
Consul to Cologne by President McKin- 
ley, has been identified with musical enter- 
prises for the greater part of his residence 
in Chicago. A number of years ago he con- 
ducted a concert direction bureau. More 
recently he has been managing concerts 
given in Central Music Hall for his own 
benefit. 

Mr. Neumann has never heretofore been 
known as a politician. His appointment to 
the consulate was a great surprise to every 
one acquainted with him, and tmmediately 
after it was announced there was a viger- 
ous protest by certain people living in Chi- 
cago, identified for the most part, however, 
with rival musical interests. 

Not until then did {t transpire how strong 
was the recommendation with which Mr. 
Neumann went to Washington to secure 
the coveted appointment. His petition was 
signed by an uncommonly large number of 
prominent Chicago people and Illinois Con- 
gressmen. 


Complimented by the President. 

The protests availed nothing. In June Mr. 
Neumann went to Washington, received his 
commission, and immediately afterward 
sailed for Europe. 

Speaking of his appointment before his de- 
parture he sald: 

“I do not see why these people try to dis- 
credit me. They know my petition is signed 
by many of the best known men in Chicago. 
Not a man who has gone to Washington for 
a Consulate has had such a strong recom- 
mendation as I. What is more, I was com- 
plimented by the President, who said my 
examinations were the best of any candidate, 
and he wished all could do as well.”’ 

Senator Mason did not express any sur- 
prise at the action of the German govern- 
ment. 

“TIT have nothing to say regarding the 
action,’’ remarked the Senator. “I did not 
recommend him to the President, and hence 
am not disappointed.”’ 


GOLD TO BUY UNION PACIFIC. 


Kuhn, Loeb & Co. Engage $500,000 in 
England and More Will Follow— 
Silver Higher at London. 


New York, Oct. 6.—[Special.]—Kuhn, Loeb 
& Co. announced today the importation of 
$500,000 in gold from Europe. This gold was 
purchased today in American eagles frum 
the Bank of England, and will be brought 
over on the steamship Majestic. 

This firm of bankers is the head of the 
syndicate organized to purchase the Union 
Pacific railroad under foreclosure sale. The 
upset price stipulated by the government for 
its claim against the road is $45,700,000. The 
gold ordered by Kuhn, Loeb & Co. is to be 
used toward making the payment, and other 
shipments of the yellow metal are expected 
to follow. 

Some importers of gold said today that 
there was a fair profit in importing gold 
today from London at the current rates, and 
that some more importations would prob- 
ably be announced this week. 

The Central National Bank deposited 
$450,000 of gold coin in the clearing house 
vaults today in exchange for certificates, 
ve the total amount on deposit $57,940,- 


The steamship Kaiser Wilhelm, which ar- 
rived at this port this morning, brought 
$360,000 in gold bars consigned to the Na- 
tional City Bank. 

The price of bar silver in London today 
was 25% pence, an advance of five-sixteenths 
of a penny from yesterday’s figure. The 
market here continues quiet, but is some- 
what steadier. The quotations of a prom- 
inent exporter of bullion were 56%@57 cents 
for government assay bars and 56@56% cents 
for commercial bars, though other firms 
quoted a shade higher. Mexican dollars 
were 48 cents.

New York, Oct. 6.—[Special.]—Jacob Rup- 
pert Jr., Democratic nominee for the office 
of President of the Municipal Council, with- 
drew from the ticket today. Randolph Gug- 
genheimer will be substituted in his place 
tomorrow by the Executive committee of 
Tammany Hall. Mr. Ruppert’s withdrawal 
was due to Richard Croker’s assumption of 
authority in the affairs of Tammany Hall. 

Colonel William L. Brown, publisher of

Dr. W. J. Sullivan, a lawyer and medical 
expert, also resigned from Tammany to sup- 
port Henry George. 


Tammany Claims Deal with Bryan. 

It was announced at Tammany Hall today 
that William J. Bryan had written or was 
going to write a letter indorsing the Tam- 
many ticket, calling it regular, and urging 
all Popocrats to vote for Van Wyck. 

In exchange tor the letter Bryan will have 
the promise of the support of the Tammany 
delegates in 1900. The following telegram 
from ex-Governor William J. Stone of Mis- 
souri was given out:

Mr. Low Speaks Briefly.

ALIASES, CAPTURED. 


Warrant Sworn Out by Henry: F. 
Thoma, by Whom the Prisoner Was 
Formerly Employed — His Work 
Done So Cleverly He Had No Trouble 
in Passing the Bogus Paper on 
Banks and Business-Men—Forced tv 
Flee Several Times. « | 


Louis Hirschberger, alias F. 8S. Hampton, 
alias Harry Barnard, alias Louis: Renauld, 
alias Louis, Reynolds, alias Pierce, alias 
Hastings, was arrested on a charge of for- 
gery at 1256 Indiana avenue by detectives of 
the Mooney & Boland agency yesterday 
afternoon. He is wanted in Chicago, Balti- 
more, New York, Pittsburg, and Milwaukee. 
The amount of his alleged forgeries aggre- 
gates between $4,000 and $5,000. The prison- 
er is a bookkeeper, an expert penman, and 
one of the finest balk line billiardists in the 
country. | 

The warrant for his arrest was sworn out 
by Henry F. Thoma, a druggist at 1932 
Archer avenue, who has lost considerable 
money as the result of Hirschberger’s al- 
leged operations., Thoma is also agent of the 
United States Express company, and it is 
charged that Hirschberger secured posses- 
sion of several express order blanks as well 
as blank checks. 

Hirschberger was formerly employed by 

In 
May, 1896, he resigned his position, and soo 
after, it is said, began to forge checks on 
wholesale scale, doing the work in such an 
expert manner that for a time the fraud was 
not discovered. He obtained several hun- 
dred dollars in Chicago by forging checks 
and indorsing the name of his employer to 
them. This was done in such a skillful man- 
ner that the banks in no case hesitated to pay 
the amounts called for. 


Several Checks Passed. 

Several checks were passe& on the First 
National Bank, but more money was lost by 
the Bank of Commerce, in which institution 
Thoma had an account. Hirschberger, it is 
said, passed one check for $175 on the Ban 
of Commerce to which Thoma’s name had 
been forged as an indorsement. The First: 
National Bank was also visited on two or 


three occasions, and at one time paid the’ 


prisoner $165 on a check payable to the ordér 


of D.-Caldwell & Son, and to which was 


forged Mr. Thoma’s name. The young man 
also secured $70 on two checks on the Na- 


tional Live Stock Bank. These checks were’ 


made payable to his own order. The North- 
ern Trust company lost $365 on a check made 


payable to F, L. Hampton, and to which the‘ 


signature of F. Thoma had been forged.

SIR JOHN GILBERT IS DEAD. 


Famous English Artist and Illustrator, 
| President of Royal Society of Paint- 
ers in Water Colors, Expires. 


London, Oct. 6.—Sir John Gilbert, Presi- 
‘dent of the Royal Society of Painters in 
Water Colors, is dead. 


Sir John Gilbert was one of the most fa- 
mous of the English artists and illustrators 
of his generation. He was born in 1817 and 
exhibited his first painting at the Royal 
Academy when 19 years of age. There 
years later he first exhibited at the British 
Institution and has been represented there 
almost continuously since, and often at the 
Royal Academy. His most famous pictures 
are subjects from “ Don Quixote " and from 
English history. He was widely known as 
an illustrator, contributing for a long time 


‘to the London Illustrated News. Most of 


the best editions of the British classics have 
been illustrated by him, including an edi- 
tion of Shakspeare, upon which he was occu- 
pied for many years. 

In 1852 he was elected an associate and in 
1871 President of the Society of Painter's in 
Water Colors. He was elected an associate 
of the Royal Academy in 1872 and an aca- 
demician in 1876. He was an honorary mem- 
ber of the Royal Society of Painters in Water 
Colors. of Belgium and of the Society of 
Artists of Belgium, and honorary President 
of the Liverpool Society of Water Color 
Painters. 

He was created a Baronet in 1872 and was 
a Chevalier of the Legion of Honor.

down through the doors. Twoor three awn- 
ings in front of the row of stores had caught 
fire at about the same moment when flying 


All the buildings were two-story frame 
structures that were almost as dry as the 
hay in the Dexter Park barn. The flames 
from the awnings and the burning places on 
the roof enveloped half the block in fire. 
The owners of the stock inside the stores, 
driven out at the first alarm by fear of the 
fire, tried to rush back to save their property. 

The flames spread rapidly from building to 
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probably lose one; W. F. Keller, severely 
burned about the face; Joe Drennan, hurt 
by falling piano; E. E. Peeble, bruised and 
btrned; Dr. J. E. Walton, cut by flying 
glass. The citizens of the town, which has 
a population of 1,500, had hard work in get- 
ting the flames under control. Water was 
very scarce, and most of the wells were sur- 
rounded by fire. 

New York, Oct. 6—The Guggenheim 
smelting works at Perth Amboy, N. J., were 
destroyed by fire last night and the loss fs 
estimated at $250,000. Flames shot up from 
the smelting-room and the hundred work- 
men fied for theirlives. Before half the fire- 
ment were on the scene, the buildings were 
enveloped in flames. The loss is fully covw~ 
ered. The cause of the fire is not known. 
Waverly, Ia., Oct. 6.—The livery barn of 
George Martin at Allison burned early this 
morning. Nine horses perished, including 
seven valuable trotting and running horses 
owned by E. C. Hurd of Nashua. Miss 
Mamie, Sound Currency, Howard Lee, and 
Sid Regan, all well known to‘'lowa turf- 
men, were among the animals burned. The 
fire is supposed to have been of incendiary 
origin. 

Nashville, Tenn., Oct. 6.—Tonight fire was

At the time the fire 
broke out, the barn, which extended nearly 
the whole length of two blocks, from Forty- 
third to Forty-fifth streets, held 2.000 head 
of horses belonging to various commissicu 
men. A hundred stable men hurried through 
the stalls and slipped the halters, and as 
the horses came out they were at once 
corraled by cowboys and driven without ap- 
parent difficulty to places of safety. It is 
the opinion of those who assisted in the 
rescue that not more than six or seven 
horses wece lost. 

After the fire engines began to arrive there 
was some delay in getting sufficient water 
for them. At length several of them were 
lined along the pond that skirts the inner 
drive of the park, but by this time the fire 
had spead over the two blocks of stables 
and seemed in a fair way to jump over 
Forty-third street and ignite the tail frame 
structure known as the Horse Pavilion. 


Fireman Is Overcome. 

Engine No. 59 was then standing directly 
in the path of the flames, under the eaves of 
a low shed. The call came to move the 
engine away, but it was stuck in the mud, 
and all efforts of the members of the com- 
pany to move it were unavailing.

One man, name unknown, was seen to 
enter the market barn before the roof fell 
to rescue a horse. He was not seen again, 
and it is believed he perished. 

The smoke from the burning barns in the 
Stock-Yards and the half block of buildings 
in Halsted street was swept east, and cur- 
ried with it blazing brands that fell on the 
roofs of the residences as far away as Wal- 
lace street. The smoke settled down close 
to the ground, and it was difficult to see 
across the street. 

The first house in the residence district to 
catch fire was that of John Leach, 4405 Em- 
erald avenue. It burned down below the 
first story, and several times set fire to the 
houses on either side. Dr. J. D. Eskridge’s 
house at 4401 Emerald avenue was next in 
flames, and then the barn of Mrs. E. Greigan 
at 4321 was wrapped in fire. The residents 
along the street had partly recovered from 
their firs: fright by this time, and a bucket 
brigades were hard at work at a dozen 
places along the streets. 


Taiks of Stock-Yards Loss. 

H. S. Dennison, Secretary and Treasurer 
of the Stock-Yards company, said last even- 
ing: 

‘‘At present it is impossible to say just 
what our lossis. There were six stables and 
a small auction amphitheater destroyed, 
which are doubtless worth something over 
$24,000. There was also a large amount of 
hay and feed, several hundred tons, doubt- 
less. The loss on this will bring the total 
up to pretty near $40,000. I can’t say just 
how much of this is covered by insurance, 
but I know that the company carried a full 
line of insurance, and doubtless the loss ig 
covered.”’ 


PRAIRIE FIRES BURN SIDEWALKS 


Clarkdale and. Harlem Outskirts Are 
Threatened—Citizens Success- 
fully Fight the Flames. 


Clarkdale, a suburb on the Wabash rail- 
road, was threatened by a prairie fire at 
10:30 o’clock yesterday morning. A loco- 
motive spark ignited the grass between the 
Wabash railroad tracks and Pittsfield ave- 
nue and Highty-fifth street. 

The residents of Clarkdale grew alarmed 
and organized a’ bucket brigade, which ex- 
tinguished the flames. The fire did much 
damage to sidewalks. 

Fire swept two acres of prairie land at 
Hana and Adams streets, Harlem, yester- 
day, and burned over fifty feet of sidewalk. 
The flames: threatened to spread east of 
Harlem avenue, but were extinguished by 
the Oak Park Fire department. 

Prairie fires in the Grand Crossing and 
Burnside districts occupied the attention 


of the Fire and Police departments during 


the greater part of yesterday afternoon. 
At Ninety-first street and the Illinois Cen- 
tral tracks 200 feet of sidewalk were burned; 
at Seventy-fourth street and Kinney ave- 
nue a few feet of walk and some fencing 
were destroyed; at Eighty-third street and 
Stony Island avenue 250 feet of walk were 


burned, and in the block between Ninety- 


third and Ninety-fourth streets, Stony 
Island and Jefferson avenues, more than 
1,000 feet were destroyed. Throughout the 
districts named the short growth of grass 
has thus far, the firemen say, prevented 
the spread of. the frequent prairie fires. 
Thus far no damage to residence or business 


property has resulted. 


Four times yesterday the Summerdale 
fire department was called out to fight 
prairie fires, and twice the alarm was sent 
in from the same box—Evanston and Foster 
avenues. Fire alarms also were sent in 


from boxes located at Kenmore and Foster 


avenues and Kenmore and Winona avenues. 
No damage was done. In each case the 
blaze was soon extinguished. 

A prairie fire near Washington Heights 
yesterday created much alarm along the 
Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific tracks. 
A call was sent to the South Englewood fire 
company, and this was followed by other 
calls, which brought several engines to com- 
bat the fire. Nearly a mile of sidewalk and 
fences was destroyed.

STATE INSANE ARE IN DANGER. 


Buildings at Peoria Are Constructed 
Over an Abandoned Coal Mine, 
Which May Cause Trouble. 


Springfield, Ull., Oct. 6.—[Special. !—Dr. 
Wines, Secretary of the State Board of 
Public Charities, has recelved a copy of the 
report made by Dankmar Adler and General 
William Sooy Smith on the location of the 
State Asylum for the Incurable Insane at 
Peoria. The asylum is located over an aban- 
doned coal mire, and the questions have 
arisen whether so much of the building as 
has been already erected is ilable to be 
destroyed in case the mine should cave in, 
and whether it will be safe to erect the addi- 
tions contemplated. 

The engineers have arrived at the follow- 
ing conclusions: 

First—that the “ squeeze ’”’ of entry No. 5 
was of such character and exicat that 
throughout the said entrance and ali the 
rooms operated from it there has been a 
general yielding of supporting members and 
a meeting of roofs and floors, so that the 
overlying strata of rock and earth are now 
firmly supported on the floor of the mine. 
Therefore the present asylum building and 
its proposed extensions cannot be considered 
in any danger from the operations formerly 
carried on below them. 

Second—The matter and extent of working 
from entry No. 4 seems to have been such 
that a *“‘ squeeze ’’ or collapse of the same is 


almost impossible, and certainly altogether 


improbable. 

Third—As regards entries 1, 2, 3, and 6,a 
**squeeze’’ or collapse of any one or all 
of them is a possibility, and therefore no 
buildings should be located over them, or 
over any of the space worked from thein. A 
** squeeze ’’ in No. 6 would not have any cf- 
fect on buildings not erected ‘mmediately 
over it, but a ** squeeze ”’ fn Nos. 1, 2, und 3 
might cause a sliding of ail the soil on the 
hillside and a consequent destruction of any 
buildings erected thereon, as also of roads 
and of trees, shrubbery, or fields on the line 
of such landslide. ' 

The general conclusion of the commission 
is that the ground underlying the existing 
building and its proposed extension appears 
to be safe, but that there is a possibility of 
danger to the ground both east and west of 
said building. 

The engineers in a supplemental recom- 
mendation call attention to the fact that the 
means of communication between the upper 
and lower stories in that portion of the 
asylum already built are inadequate and 
dangerous, and that the means of ligh‘ing 
and airing the corridors are also inadequate,

PLANS FOR PARADE COMPLETED 


North Side Business-Men Assert the 
‘‘ Chicago Day ” Celebration Will 
Outrival the Mardi Gras. 


Final arrangements for the Chicago day 
celebration under the auspices of the North 
Side Business-Men’s association are com- 
plete and the prospects are that the night 
parade will be one of the finest spectacles 
ever witnessed in Chicago. Over fifty busi- 
ness firms have been assigned positions in 
the line and between now and Saturday 
morning it is expected the number will be 
doubled. These firms are not from the North 
and Northwest Sides alone, but represent 
every business section of the city, andthe 
displays are expected to be unusually pretty. 

The allegorical floats have been completed 
and for the last few nights half a thousand 
‘*supers’"’ have been rehearsing poses and 
‘‘makeups.”’ Those in charge of this dl- 
vision claim the Mardi Gras will be out- 
rivaled. 

The North Side Business-Men’'s associa- 
tion has been notified of the intention of 
fully 3,000 people to be in line, and four 
bands and 250 carriages have been hired 
for the occasion. 

The parade will be in two grand divisions, 
forming on Kinzie street east of Clark and 
on Kinzie street west of State. The parade 
will move north on Clark street to Michigan, 
east on Michigan street to Dearborn avenue, 
north on Dearborn avenue to Lincoln Park, 
through Lincoln Park, passing the electric 
fountain, which will play during the parade, 
north to Diversey avenue. ,The procession 
will then return south through the park, 
passing the Grant monument. There the 
parade will rest and witness the fireworks 
display in the lake.

NEW TEACHERS TO COME. 


Emergency Substitutes Are Ordered by 
Board of Education for Crowded 
Schools—Must Watch Filters. 


—— 


The Board of Education spent the rhost of 
last night’s session in wrestling with the 
question of filters and that of emplcying 
emergency teachers for the high schools, 
which were declared to be greatly cover- 
crowded. The present force of teachers is 
insufficient to handle the pupils. It was de- 
cided to ask for daily reports from the prin- 
cipals and engineers of the different schools 
as to the condition and quantity of water 
supplied by the filters recently put in. It 
was agreed to employ an additional corps of 
emergency teachers for the high schools at 
a salary of $450 a year. 

Mr. Gallagher submitted a recommenda- 
tion that daily reports be made concern- 
ing the work of the fAllters which had re- 
cently been placed in the schools. It will 
be necessary to close up the contract in 
a short time, and as there had been con- 
siderable complaint about the way the filters 
were working, unless the board had relia- 
ble data to go upon, it was agreed, the mem- 
bers would be in a bad position when it 
came time for the final closing up of the 
contracts. All that Mr. Gallagher wanted 
was to have printed blanks sent to the 
schools, where they were to be filled out 
and filed with the board, so that a summary 
could be made of them. The report was 
finally adopted and for two weeks reports 
will be made to the board on the workings 
of the filters. The Pension committee 
recommended the pensioning of Harriet M. 
Stowell of the South Division High School, 
E. M. C. Greenleaf, Principal of the Harri- 
son School; Annie B. Clark of the Hammond 
School, and Jean Dougal of the Ogden. 


TRUCE IN THE SCHOOL FUNDS. 


Waller and Gross Decide to Let the 
$110,000 Transfer Rest Tem- 
porarily in Abeyance. 


Chairman H. G. Gross of the Board of Edu- 
cation Finance committee called on Con- 
troller Waller yesterday morning and it was 
decided that temporarily the matter of the 
transfer of the $110,000 from the school tax 
fund to the school fund should rest in abey- 
ance. 

It was decided on the part of the Board 
of Education to pay the salaries of the teach- 
ers entirely from the school-fund without 
transferring any more money from the 
schoo] tax fund, whieh Controller Waller had 
said was unnecessary at the present time. 

Mr. Waller denies it is through any fault 
of his the salaries for the public school 
teachers for last month were not paid at 
once. There is now a balance of $220,000 in 
the School board fund. 

It was explained that in asking for this 
transfer of $110,000 the Board of Education 
simply desired to provide against an emer- 
gency, and be in a safe position.

‘Eight Chicago City Railway 
Employes Discharged. 


ON THE WARPATH AGAIN. 


No Room for Union Men and 
Labor Agitators. 


a 


TELLS THEM §80 PLAINLY. 


The employés of the City railway company 
were given another severe shock yesterday 
by the news that General Manager M. K. 
Bowen had again gone on the warpath 
against the new union and signalized the 
renewal of hostilities with the discharge of 
eight conductors and drivers who were most 
active in organizing the men.

This time Mr. Bowen did not mince matters 
in giving his reason for indulging in his 
latest feat of ax swinging. He called the 
eight men to his office by special messengers. 
After a delay of a couple of hours each was 
ushered in “‘on the carpet” by an office 
boy. Mr. Bowen was smoking a union label 
cigar. Before him on his desk were placed 
seventy-five blank resignations and a 
*‘ spotter’s ’’ report containing 300 typewrit- 
ten pages. 

Mr. Bowen said to the first of the men: 

* You are a union man and an agitator. 
No use to deny it—I have it here in this re- 
port. Go to the office and settle up.” 

This accusation and sentence was repeated 
eight times, with but slight variation. Hight 
men, whose average term of service with the 
company was ten years or more, left thé of- 
fice and went home. 


No Pleas Avail. 

As one of the men stepped into the office 
and was confronted by the manager and the 
pile of reports, Mr. Bowen said: 

‘*T see you have been attending meetings 
and agitating a strike.”’ 

The reply was: ‘“ No, I have not been talk- 
ing strike. I have been talking against it. 
I have been attending the meetings and I 
am a member of the union, but I have not 
been talking strike.’’ 

Mr. Bowen said: ‘‘ Well, you are an agli- 
tator.”’ 

‘*No, I am-not. I did go out oné day just 
before the last meeting and made a plea 
among the men, but it was to ask them to 
vote against the strike.”’ 

“That was a very bad idea. We wanted 
a strike. It would be a good thing for the 
company, as it would weed out a whole lot 
of discontented men.”’ 

“ Well, if Iam wrong I am willing to take 
hard luck with the rest of them.” 

‘‘T guess you had better go down and set- 
tle up with the rest of them.” 

And the man went out feeling that the 
Chicago City railway company has no espe- 
cial love for labor organizations. 


Secret Conference. 


Last night these men, with the Executive 
committee of the union, held a secret con- 
ference at Thirty-ninth street and Went- 
worth avenue: If they reached any plan 
for future action it was not made public. 
They were too angry to act judiciously, and 
they knew it. So they spent the evening re- 
hearsing their wrongs, and adjourned after 
deciding to call a secret meeting in a secret 
hall next Saturday night. I 

The men say they would strike in a min- 
ute if they saw a remote chance of success 
or even ample revenge. 

Mr. Bowen says he will break up the 
union even if it becomes necessary to “ fire ” 
the entire 1,100 members which the men 
claim. 

Rhind and Tibbs, two of the latest victims, 
were members of the committee from the 
union who called on Mr. Bowen ten days ago 
with a flag of truce. Now they are “ out of 
a job.”’ 

Rumors of Treachery. 

The men did not do much talking among 
themselves yesterday. Every third man is 
under suspicion of being a “‘ company man ” 
or a “spotter,” and it is well known that 
spies have reached high positions in the 
ranks of the union, and sat in secret coun- 
cils of the inner circle.. 

Rumors of treachery were rife, and men 
who have hitherto been trusted are now re- 
garded with suspicion. 

Some of the union men are greatly dis- 
couraged by the developments of the day, 
but the majority are more than ever de- 
termined to fight the company to a finish. 

James Coffey, a conductor who was dis- 
charged with the first seventeen men, .was 
reinstated yesterday No explanation was 


_given or reason announced. He is an activa 


union man and an ex-prize fighter. 


Strike Spreads. 

The strike at Nelson Morris & Co.’s box 
factory spread to the planing mill and lum- 
ber yard owned by the firm yesterday. 

A large number of men and girls employed 
in the shipping department have been laid 
off for want of packing boxes, which have 
run short since the strike crippled the box 
factory. The strikers say an effort will be 
made to tie up the entire plant if the firm 
shows intention to continue the fight. 

The Nelson Morris plant is equipped with 
high grade machinery, requiring expert 
labor in its operation. 

St. Paul, Minn., Oct. 6.—A West Superior 
special to the Pioneer Press says: Coal 
companies at the head of the lakes, recogniz- 
ing the general upward tendency, have de- 
cided to grant an increase of wages and 
avert the threatened strike. Beginning 
Monday, wages will be raised for hold men 
from 40 to 50 cents per hour, and for dock 
men from $1.75 to $2 per day.

THE APPORTIO T QUESTION. 

About a week hence there will be a 
conference of leading Republican mem- 
bers of the Legislature to see whether an 
agreement can be arrived at as to a new 
Senatorial and perhaps a new Congressional 
apportionment, Of the two the former is 
the more important. If the conferees can 
unite on a scheme they will submit it to 
all their Republican colleagues and en- 
deavor to obtain their concurrence, All 
Ahe Demoerats will vote against a reap- 
portionment. If eleven House memtlers 
go with them no bill can pass. There- 
fore the Republicans will have to be pret- 
ty unanimous to carry their point. f 

When the question of reapportionment 
came up at the regular session some of 
the Cook County politicians drew up and 
pressed bills which were distasteful to a 
number of the Republican Representatives 
from this county. They believed that Sen- 
atorial and Congressional! districts in Cook 
County had been laid out with an eye to 
personal interests rather than the welfare 
of the party. They refused to vote for 
such measures, and hence no bill could 
pass. 

Those members who would not accept 
the plans of selfish local politicians are 
not ignorant of the necessity for an honest 
legislative apportionment. They appreci- 
ate the fact that if the present gerrymander 
remains in force in 1898 and 1900 the Re- 
publicans, even though they elect State 
officers by a good, round majority, may 
lose the Legislature and thus lose a United 
States Senator, and also have another 
iniquitous gerrymander saddled on them 
for the next decade. 3 

Therefore they are ready to make all 
reasonable concessions and compromises 
for the purpose of securing a reapportion- 
ment. Those members who were unable 
to carry their point at the regular session 
ought to be willing to do as much. They, 
too, know how important it is that there 
should be a reapportionment and cannot 
afford to carry obstinacy so far as to in- 
jure the party to whose cause they claim to 
be devoted. 

What is desired is an apportionment 
which shall be fair as between Republicans 
and Democrats, and which shall also be fair 
as between Republicans and Republicans— 
not sacrificing some to promote the inter- 
ests of others. If the Republican mem- 
bers can get rid of selfish, personal motives 
it will not take long to get up a measure 
which every one of them can vote for. 

It is understood that the Governor will 
not call a special session until he is assured 
that enough votes have been secured for 
an apportionment bill to make its passage 
certain. Not even the necessity for a re- 
vision of the revenue law will induce him 
to call a special session. He must be satis- 
fied, first and foremost, that there will be 
apportionment legislation. 

Since that is the position he takes it is 
all the more necessary that the Re- 
publican members should agree on an ap- 
portionment bill. They ought to do so for 
party reasons. They ought to do s» in 
order that they may not be deprived of 
the Legislature when they carry the State 
by a majority of less than 30,000, and 
they also ought to agree in order that the 
revenue question may be considered at a 
special session, the only time when legisla- 
tion can be had. 


MOODY UNIFYING CLERGY AND LAITY. 
Mr. Dwight L. Moody, the evangelist, in 
a recent utterance has severely criticised 
many of the clergy because they do not 
stick to the gospels literally and preach 
just what is. contained in the Jewish scrip- 
ture, without regard to the “ higher criti- 
cism,” the doctrine of evolution, and-scien- 
tific discoveries of this generation on astron- 
omy, geology, chemistry, electricity, biology, 
and archwology. He has gone further than 
this, and proposes shortly to open up a 
school in Chicago in which orthodox min- 
isters shall be instructed just how to preach 
and what to preach. In this school minis- 
ters will be taught to confine themselves to 
the literal translation in the King James 
version and with slight regard for the new 
version where it differs from the old. In 
a word, Mr. Moody proposes to constitute 
himself what he calls “a unifying force,” 
with the object of bringing all Trinitarian 
sects together on the common basis of the 
literal scriptures. - 

It need hardly be said that Mr, Moody has 
cut out a larger piece of work than he can 
finish, and that he will fail, strive he ever 
so strenuously. It was on the question of 
scriptural interpretation that Protestant- 
ism seceded from Roman Catholicism some 
four centuries ago, and since that period 
Protestantism itself has split into many 
sects over the same vexed question of 
scriptural interpretation. 

The Episcopalians form a large body of 
the Anglo-Saxon element, and recently 
there has been a rupture among them lead- 
ing to the organization of “ Reformed” 
Episcopalians, who insist upon different in- 
terpretation of sé6me poiuts from the parent 
church, The latter is also divided, the 
“high church” faction approximating 
closely to the Roman Catholic Church in 
its dogmas and forms and ceremonies, The 
Lutherans are a powerful body in num- 
bers and Teutonic nationality, but they 
have differences of opinion on predestina- 
tion and free will, though not yet amounting 
to an actual church rupture, while the 
“‘German Reformed” Churcl’ has wandered 
away materially from the old Lutheran 
creed. The Methodist Episcopal sect is an 
offshoot of the Episcopa! Church, though it 
holds to some differences in details from the 
Episcopal polity so far as it affects 
organization. It has six or seven mil- 
lions of communicants in this country who 
can never be induced to reénter the Episco- 
pal fold. The Presbyterians, extending 
back to Calvin’s time, cannot be unified with 
other sects, as they differ in creed funda- 
mentals. -The Baptists, a very strong 
American sect, are far away from all the 
others and will not associate in close com- 
munion with any sect which does not be- 
lieve in immersion as the definition of “ bap- 
tize.’” The Congregationalists have set 
themselves apart from the Presbyterians 
on questions of church government, which 
are on grounds somewhat difficult of com- 
prehension to the non-sectarian mind. The 
Unitarians are not a very numerous or- 
ganization, believing in the manhood but 
not in the divinity of the Christ, while the 
Universalists disbelieve in the idea of 6 
hell, of devils, and of future torment in 
hades for men’s actions in this life. Bach 
one of these various sects has partitioned 
itself off frcm all the others by a barrier too 
high to climb over, too strong to throw 
down, and cach one of them is more or less 
subdivided into minor elements, differing 
on various points. Then there is a great, 
broad, unorganized mass of “ Agnostics,” 
so called, who, as their name signifies, “ do 
not know” certain mysteries about a 
future state of existence. They are not 


the various sects or the teachings of the 


Jewish scriptures or New Testament. They 


have studied the wonderful revelations of 


science, however, and these revelations and 
the doctrines of evolution have caused them 
to throw over all the dogmas of the sects, 
mixed up with miracles, or the Jewish idea 
of creation, or the Garden of Hden, or man’s 
alleged “ fall ” and damnation. 

If Dwight L. Moody were a more'schol- 
arly man he would reeognize that no “ uni- 
fying” force he possesses is powerful 


| enough to bring all of these Protestant 


sects and beliefs, or any of them, together. 
He would see and know that these divisions 
of dogmatic belief will continue to increase 
until they wear out by the tooth of time, 
and that there will be separate churches for 
centuries to come. He would appreciate 
the fact that the tens of thousands of young 
men who are attending the seats of learn- 
ing, from Yale and Harvard down to the 
city high schools and village academies, are 
giving themselves more and more to the 
study of the sciences and less and less to 
theology. They are reading the “testi- 
mony of the rocks” and the revelations of 
chemistry, the evolution theories of Darwin 


and Huxley, and the microbic discoveries 


of German scientists in regard to life 
and disease, and al] the recent marvelous 
developments in electricity, astronomy, 
microscopy, and the germ cell and microbe 
features of medical science. It-is an out- 
come of their scientific study that they 
have wandered away Trom the old beaten 
paths of sectarian theology and literal be- 
lief in hell fire torments and Miltonian 
devils, Satans, imps, and ghosts. They do 
not believe the so-called “‘ Mosaic " account 
of the creation of the universe, earth, or of 
man. They say there is no evidence, 
scriptural or other, that Moses wrote the 
account of creation found in Genesis. They 
deny that the human race started in the 
Garden of Eden as there described. They 
do not believe that “‘in Adam’s fall we 
sinned all,” They discard the existence of 
Milton’s hell, as they also do that of Dante, 
and ask where and whatitis. They chal- 
lenge the old dogmas from the standpoint 
of the higher criticism. 

Now, how will Mr. Moody make such 
young men, numbering tens of thousands, 
as these and the young college teachers of 
science who are so fast coming to the front 
and the young clergymen who are saturated 
with science believe in the literal words of 
the Jewish scriptures? 

Brother Moody has a big job on his hands. 


CRIMINALS GROWING BOLDER. 

When California a few years ago made 
highway robbery a capital crinie it was be- 
ieved that the stage. und, train robbers 
would go into some other busincss. The 
belief was evidently erroneous, for, though 
the crime covered by the statute has 
become somewhat less frequent, it has 
by no means disappeared completely. Only 
the other day, between dawn and dark, one 
gang of criminals “ held up” no fewer than 
four stage coaches, killed a man, wounded 
several others, and shot three horses, ob- 
taining in all a little more than $2,000. A 
Sheriff's posse is hunting the robbers with 
the aid of bleodhounds, but so far has not 
come within shooting distance of them. In- 
side of a month more than one railway train 
has been stopped and looted, and in the 
cities thugs apparently pay small heed to 
the police, but rob and even murder almost 
as fretly as they did in candle-lighted Lon- 
don when Jack Sheppard and Jonathan 
Wild were doing business. All over the 
country crime declines to yield to the sof- 
tening influences of civilization. 

The trouble seems to be that officials 
charged with the duty of protecting life and 
property are not as active, as vigilant, or as 
able as they ought to be. In Chicago, for 
example, hardly a day passes without its 
atrocious crimes, like that recent one in 
which a woman was assaulted and robbed 
in a street car. Chief Kipley doubtless 
eases his mind and conscience with the re- 
flection that the city covers an enormous 
area, much of which is sparsely settled and 
poorly hghted, and that the number of peace 
officers is ridiculously small in proportion. 
But that is not a satisfactory plea, for 
many of the most horrible crimes have been 
perpetrated in thickly populated and ade- 
quately policed districts of the city. 

The increasing boldness of society’s ene- 
mies must be met with increased energy 
and resolution in society's defenders, Per- 
haps if every government, State and mu- 
nicipal, had funds out of which large re- 
wards could be paid for the apprehension 
and conviction of evildoers matters would 
improve somewhat. 


THE RIGHTS OF NON-STRIKERS. 

There are thirty-two men living in Edy 
wardsville, Madison County, Ill., who want i 
to keep on working in a coal mine near that 
place. The company for which they have 
been working is anxious that these men 
should keep on getting out coal. The miners 
are satisfied with the wages they get, and 
the eompany finds no fault with the work 
done for those wages. There seems to be 
nothing illegal in this state of affairs. Both 
the men and the company seem to have been 
exercising their natural and constitutional 
rights. 

But there are some other miners in the 
county who have quit work because they 
do not think they get pay enough. They 
have a right to leave their jobs for that 
reason, no matter if all the rest of mankind 
thought the wages offered were high 
enough, These strikers,. however, think 
that what is not enough for them is not 
enough for other miners, and they declare 
that nobody ought to be allowed to work for 
wages they reject. 

Therefore about 350 strikers, all armed 
with stout sticks, marched to the Edwards- 
ville mine day before yesterday. When the 
thirty-two men left town to go to their work 
they were met on the public road by one of 
the strikers, who notified them on behalf 
of his associates that all the roads leading 
to the mine were guarded, and that if they 
insisted on going to work “ there would be 
trouble.” 

The men wished to go to work, but they 
did not want any “trouble.” They had no 
sticks, while the other people had, and the 
latter outnumbered them ten to one. The 
Sheriff was appealed to to give these work- 
ers protection. He refused to do anything, 
and the thirty-two men, denied an oppor- 
tunity to work, went home. 

The question is: Have the rights of the 
miners who wanted to work and of 
the company which was employing 
them been assailed? Will the labor 
demagogues take the ground that one 
set of men have no right to work when 
another set of men do not wish them to? 
Will the labor demagogues assert that 
strikers bave a right to intimidate and 
coerce men who do not want to strike? 

The thirty-two men were on the public 
highway leading to the mines when they 
were met by the picket guard and notified 
that there would be “ trouble " unless they 
turned back. If they had kept on along the 
public highway on their lawful and peaceful 
errand they would have been met by the 
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would have been broken. Thereupon the 
labor demagogues would have said prompt- 
ly: “ They got what they deserved.” 

In the opinion of those demagogues it is 
proper for a turbulent crowd to stop men 
who are going on the public highway to 
their work and. order them to turn back. 
But when an officer of a court meets that 
mob moving along the public highway to 
drive workers from their work and orders 
the mob to keep the peace that is * govern- 
ment by injunction ”—that is an attack on 
“ personal liberty.” 

In other words, whatever a mob does is 
right. Whatever a court does is wrong. 
That is the theory of the demagogues—a 
theory which will have to be beaten out of 
them. ‘They must be taught that the men 
who use the public highways for lawful pur- 
poses are the ones who are entitled to pro- 
tection, and that a mob—even a mob made 
up of strikers—is just as much a mob on a 
public street: as it is anywhere else. 


THE PEOPLE WIN IN PEORIA. 

The citizens of Peorla being united and 
very much in earnest have got the better, 
for the time being at least, of the traction 
company which went to the Council four a 
fifty-year extension of its franchise and 
for an additional right of way which would 
have shut out a new company. 

The petitioning corporation, having be- 
come satisfied that some of the Aldermen 
are inflexibly opposed to granting its de- 
mands and that those Aldermen who would 
have voted to give it what it wanted had 
the people been quiescent dare not defy 
popular indignation, has withdrawn its or- 
dinance with permission to reintroduce it in 
the future, 

The company does so sulkily and re- 
luctantly. It complains that its opponents 
have “sought to poison the public mind 
with falsehood and wmisrepresentation.” 
It protests that it had in view only the wel- 
fare of the public. This statement must 
be taken with a great deal of salt. The 
skinning of the public is the main object 
these corporations have in view. 

While the company has ubandoned the 
field for the time being it has given notice 
that it will return to the attack when it 
deems the conditions more favorable. The 
company will be on the alert from now on, 
When Aldermen are elected next spring it 
will do what it can to run in men who will 
favor it. Therefore the Peorians will have 
to be continually on their guard as long as 
the Allen law remains on the statute 
books, 

Whenever there is an honest Legislature 
that law will be repealed. While franchises 
granted under it will stand, the rights of 
the citizens of those towns which have 
honest Aldermen who do not grant fran- 
chises -under that law will be saved from 
future danger. 

The boodle Legislature of 1869 passed the 
thievish Lake Front act. - The honest 
Legislature of 1873 repealed that act before 
the railroad company had done much under 
it. As a consequence the lake front was 
saved to the city. Is not it possible that 
the corrupt Legislature of 1897 may have 
a decent successor which will undo some 
of its boodle work? ; 
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A DISCORDANT MINISTRY. 
Advices from Madrid indicate a lack of 


harmony in the new Spanish Cabinet which 
threatens seriously to embarrass Premier 
Sagasta in carrying out his scheme of pacifi- 
cation and reform in Cuba. The fact that 
the new Minister of War had disagreed with 
his chief on the question of the recall of 
Weyler and the granting of immediate 
autonomy to the Cubans—although finally 
induced to subordinate his views at the 
solicitation of the Queen Regent—is not 
a hopeful sign for the permanence of the 
new ministry or the success of its policy. 
A spirit of mutual jealousy with an ab- 
sence of harmonious motive seems to afflict 
both parties and to become most active 
when either party comes into power. 

About the only encouraging sign consists 
in the fact that Weyler’s bluster and brag- 
gartism are beginning to be understood in 
Spain, and the Heraldo—the organ of the 
Liberal party—now has the courage to 
speak out in exposure of it. This may 
have the effect to awaken the more intelli- 
gent portion of the Spanish nation to a 
realization of the situation as it is actually 
seen by the civilized world. Heretofore 
the policy of Weyler and his backers at 
Madrid has been to keep the Spanish people 
in ignorance of the actual condition of af- 
fairs. Now the organ of the new ministry 
makes the significant confession, “ it is un- 
deniable that the opinion of the world has 
condemned Weyler’s method of war. His 
method is unbearable to Spanish and foreign 
opinion,” 

Meanwhile Weyler is reported busily to 
be engaged in working up a public senti- 
ment at Havana in favor of the continu- 
ance of his intolerable rule. With dissen- 
sion at home and plotting against their 
policy abroad and with the credit of the 
government exhausted—as shown by re- 
fusal of a loan by the Bank of Spain— 
the new ministry, in spite of its intended 
reforms, evidently stands on a very uncer- 
tain footing. 


THE FOUNTAIN HEAD OF CORRUPTION 

Following are the names of the Aldermen 
—and the wards they represent—who voted 
to pass over the Mayor’s veta the ordinance 
to set fifteen street repairers at work in 
each ward under the immediate direction of 
the Aldermen: 
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All these men voted for a measure which 
they knew was indefensible, In supporting 
it they were looking after their own selfish, 
personal interests, and not after those of the 
city. But why abuse them for what they 
did? They are not as much at fault as 
are the constituents who sent them to the 
Council where they can cast bad votes. 

It is a waste of time to attack the agent 
when the principal is at fault. It is ab- 
surd to berate an Alderman for “ betraying 
his constituents "’ because he has been 
guilty of an offense which those constitu- 
ents approve of. If an Alderman boodles 


and his ward reélects him, it is plain that a 


majority of the voters believe in boodling 
and would practice it if they could get into 
the Council. 

Where the voters are corrupt it is not 
surprising that their representatives should 
be so likewise, They will remain so until 
the constituency has reformed, and until 
that reform has been accomplished it is 
useless to denounce those representatives. 
They do not mind what is sald about them, 
for they feel they have the little public of 
their wards—the only public they care 
about—on their side. 

The Council is dishonest because a ma- 
jority of the voters in a majority of the 
wards do not see any reason why an Alder- 
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of it whenever an election day comes 
around, 7 

They are told that their Alderman has 
been in the habit of selling his vote to street 
railroad companies or other corporations. 
They believe that to be the case, and there- 
fore they say to him: “ Well done, thou good 
and faithful servant.

But how is it 
to get rid of, to disinfect, and render harm- 
less the flood’ of non-moral voters that is 
pouring into the city from all parts of the 
world, and that has made municipal poli- 
tics such a stench and an abomination? 
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A LITTLE “TRIBUNE” CHR&ONOLOGY. 
The publication of the illustrated jubilee 


edition of THs Cuicaco Trisune in June 
last brought out the fact that the first 
paper bearing the name “ Tribune” cver 
published in the United States and prob- 
ably in the world began its career at 
Portsmouth, O., in December, 1836, Until 
recently it had been supposed that the 
honor of priority in use of the name be- 
longed to the Illinois Tribune, a weekly 
established in Chicago in April, 1840, by 
Edward G. Ryan, afterwards Chief Justice 
of Wisconsin, but which was discontinued 
after an existence of little more thun a 
year. A year later than the Chicago paper 
of that name, almost to a day, Horace 
Greeley began the publication of bis famous 
‘Tribune in New York, which “ still lives.” 
Tue Cuicaco Trisung, it is well known 
to its readers, began publication on the 
10th of June, 1847, being, as it now seems, 
the fourth of the name. 

It is with regret that we now see that 
the original Tribune at Portsmouth, O., 
after an existence of more than sixty years, 
is about to close its career, the office hav- 
ing passed into the hands of a receiver 
with instructions to wind up its affairs. 
It was established, as already stated, in 
1836, its founder being Colonel William 
Hamilton, who has been accorded the credit 
of being the first to propose the name of 
General Zachary Taylor for President of the 
United States in 1848, It is to be hoped 
that the. people of the ancient Ohio town 
will devise some means of perpetuating the 
existence of a paper so long identified with 
their local history. 


THE WOES OF TAMMANY. | 

The woes of Tammany appear to be in- 
creasing. Disowned by the regular Bryan 
Democracy, and with Henry George re- 
ceiving nominations almost nightly from 
various local organizations, the powerful 
combination which has so long ruled the 
Democratic party in New York as with a 
rod of iron seems destined soon to be en- 
gaged in a struggle for its own existence. 

The wild scene which occurred in Cooper 
Union on Tuesday night, accompanying the 
tender to Mr. George of the nomination of 
the Jeffersonian Democracy, was one calcu- 
lated to strike terror to the hearts of the 
Tammany leaders. Already George has 
received the indorsement of some half dozen 
strong organizations, and, as they all rep- 
resent various shades of Democratic senti- 
ment, their number and strength begin to 
indicate that the revolt has passed beyond 
the power of the party leaders to control. 
Disgust with Tammany methods and Tam- 
many corruption seems never to have been 
more widespread and profound than it is 
just now, and indications point strongly to 
a larger vote by the mutinous Georgeites 
for their candidate than that likely to be 
received by the Croker nominee. 

The opportunity for the friends of good 
government to win, in the face of these di- 
visions between their factional opponents, 
was never better. Yet the friends of Tracy 
and Low continue to work at cross pur- 
poses, ostensibly for the same end. Should 
their suicidal policy result in placing Great- 
er New York for four years at the mercy of 
either of the Democratic factions they will 
have assumed a guilty responsibility which 
they cannotsoon escape, There is an almost 
universal belief throughout the country 
that all this might have been avoided by a 
less dictatorial and parftisan policy on the 
part of the supporters of the Platt ma- 


chine. 
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Tum anti horse race gamblers’ amend- 
ment In New Jersey was carried by 7387 
votes. The votes in favor of the amendment 
were 70,389. The opposition vote was 69,652, 
giving a safe majority of 737. The tdétal 
vote was 189,762, as against 871,127, the 
total vote cast in 1896. These returns show 
that nearly two-thirds of the voters of New 
Jersey did not care enough for the question 
at issue to vote on it one way or the other, 
as 231,865 voters kept away from the polls. 
As it was claimed that a large majority of 
the voters of New Jersey were Christians, it 
would look as if the followers of the Savior 
did not regard the blackleg practices of 
the race course as sinful or immoral, Curious 
sort of Christians in that State!

When a Prince Breaks Loose Buropean 
Women Weep and Untitled Hus- 
bands Seek ety. 


Here is the story of a European mappening 
which illustrates many features of life on 
the continent. It illustrates most notably 
the great gulf fixed between the Prince and 
merchant and the nobility ‘and the bour- 
geoisie. It illustrates also the emasculat- 
ing influence of continental custom and tra- 
dition upon the manhood of-the husband 
and the brother, laming their arms and 
blunting their sense of shame against in- 
sults that come from titled sources. 1

Before the train started the Prince and 
Count moved into another first-class com- 
partment. There they found a Muséovite 
school teacher named Gevaghoff and his 
wife. Mrs. Gevashoff was neither young 
nor pretty, as was the merchant’s wife, but 
as a woman of the bourgeoisie she was re- 
garded as good game for the mobility, and 
all the insults and familiarity that had been 
tried in the other compartment were re- 
peated by the Prince and the'Count. Mr. 
Gevashoff began to protest, but one view of 
“the serene” one’s card calmed him, so 
that he allowed his wife to be insulted and 
handled without making further protest. 

At the next station, Ossentuki, Mrs. Geva- 
shoff appeared at the compartment window, 
crying for help. The station officials, train 
guards, and the general public gathered 
at the campartment door, heard her story, 
and tried to redress her wrong, but promptly 
ylelded to that magic card of '“‘'the serene ” 
ruffian, reinforced by the crested card of 
the Count of Sheremeteff. 

There was a delay of twenty-five minutes. 
The train was held while the; police were 
consulted. The Chief of Policg approached 
the august persons who had caused al] the 
trouble, The Prince drew his, sword and 
shouted: 

“Back, back, canaille! Back or I-will 
hew you down!” 4 : 

The upshot of the scrimmage was that the 
second pair of the Prince’s victims had to | 
follow the example of the first pair; they 
fled to another coupé and locked the door 
behind them so as to keep the two titled 
rowdies out. Then the train: started on. 
At the next station the Count jembraced a 
waiting passenger’s wife and kissed her. 
When the husband called to him to stop 
the Count drew a short driving whir from 
his cavalry boot and cut the husband over 
the cheek with it. The Prince displayed his 
card, and the indignant populace, sudden- 
ly humbled, slunk into the background once 
more. 

It is not necessary to follow this prectous 
pair step by step from the beginning of the 
trip to the terminus of the road: the fest 
of the journey was like the part aiready 
described, Two or three more wives were 
insulted, but no husband’s hand was raiged 
to avenge them, However, the Prince came 
to grief, despite all his “serenity’’ and 
titles and exalted associations; at court. 
His conduct was complained of in St. Peters- 
burg. The War department sent out an 
order for a court-martial. The court-mar- 
tial was held and, like most other Russian 
things ordered from St. Petersburg, it was 
no joke or mere formality. The Prince was 
found guilty; he was deprived of his com- 
mission, and he was degraded tb the rank 
of a private soldier. Similar punishmént 
was meted out to the Count. ‘ Thus the 
husbands who allowed their wives to be 
handled and insulted and terrified by a 
stranger merely because he bore the title of 
Prince have their revengs at lagt, such as 
it is. Of course it might have been even 
less satisfactory than this. Inj Germany, 
for instance, a mere Count or Baron after 
such a debauch ofter gets nothing mdre 
than a transfer to another garrison. fo, 
from the European point of view, these 
amiable husbands may be regarded as sub- 
jects for congratulation.—New York Sun, 


German Gag for Free Speech, + 


The prosecution of the Frankfo Zeitung 
for lese majesty in criticising the course of 
Emperor William is one of the most daring 
steps yet taken in the campaign fdr the gup- 
pression of free speech in Germany.

All 
observers agree that political unrest in Ger- 
many is reaching a dangerous pitch, Profes- 
sor Rheinhold of the University of Berlin 
lately said with truth: “ Things have come 
to such @ pass that almost everybody 
Germany belongs to the opposition.” ah 
this is, of course, water for the/mill of the 
Social Democrats, But the Liberals, too, are 
beginning to bestir themselves. They lately 
held a meeting at Nuremberg, where the Lib- 
eralism of the North, led by Richter, stru 
hands with the discontentéd and almost r. 
volting South Germans. The choice of Nu- 
remberg for the place of gathering was sig- 
nificant, as was explained by one of the 
speakers, Herr Schmidt, a member of the 
Reichstag. He said: | 

‘* Nuremberg showed, some centuries ago, 
how vengeance is taken upon robber barons, 
In that good fight it was not the peasant 
but the lord who was crushed to 'powder, 
In the city hall, where lately banqueted a 
company of Princes, one reads the inscrip- 
tion: ‘Suprema lex salus populi.’

She is, in 
fact, badly off for battleships, having large- 
ly devoted herself to unarmored cruisers 
and gunboats. In addition to this weakness, 
which alone would be decisive, she wo 


very rapid, As for her 
meanwhile, any injury on our ports, the ex. 
istence even of such works as we have 
aided by torpedo defenses more advanced 
than is generally ‘known, and by numerous 
guns useful against her unarmored cra 
as well as by high-power batteries here 
there, may wholly relieve us from any anx- 
lety on that score. Our own far more pow- 
erful fleet could keep watch on hers, and 
perhaps capture it before it could effect a 
dash on some port and make off in safety.

Drainage Board Takes Stand 
on Intercepting Sewers. 


ORDERS REPLY TO MAYOR 


Petition from Labor Bodies 
Brings Case to Issue. 


SUGGESTS JOBS FOR IDLE.

If anybody has entertained feelings of 
confidence the Drainage board would join 
hands with the city administration to con- 
struct a system of intercepting and lateral 
sewers he may have to suffer disappoint- 
ment. Judging from hot speeches by nearly 
all the sanitary trustees and the tenor of 
action taken at a meeting held yester- 
day, this board has no intention of doing 
anything of the kind. In fact, Trustees 
Boldenweck, Eckhart, Jones, Carter, and 
Mallette, said that under the sanitary dis- 
trict act the board could not go into the 
sewer building business if it would, and be- 
cause Of a lack of money for such purposes 
would not if it could. 

It was finally agreed the Mayor and Com- 
missioner of Public Works should be in- 
formed without delay whether the board 
proposes to build cross-town flushing canals 
on the North and South Sides. 

This whole matter has been hanging fire 
80 long that Mayor Harrison and Com- 
missioner McGann were growing impatient. 
Through the presentation of a petition by 
representative officials of several labor or- 
ganizations and a report from the Commit- 
tee on Federal Relations relative to the 
Calumet region the matter came up and was 
acted on. | 


Points in the Petition. 


The petition stated these points: 

The question of the probable time the people of 
Chicago would be able to get drinking water free 
from sewage has been a matter of discussion 
among our organizations, and the consensus of 
opinion was that if it was possible for us to get 
more vigorous action on those who are responsible 
for the delay in giving this greatest boon to Chi- 
cago we would be doing an immeasurable service 
to ourselves and to the citizens of Chicago, It is 
complained by the civic authorities that the inde- 
cision and inactivity on tMe part of your body in 
determining the exact location of the conduits and 
terminals is responsible for the fact that they have 
not beer able to begin the intercepting sewers. 
On behalf of the common people who are thirsting 
for pure water and who are so much in need of the 
employment that the building of those conduits 
end intercepting sewers would give, we appeal 
to — for more energy in the prosecution of this 
wo 


Said in the Debate. 


Trustee Wenter raised the point these 
labor people wanted an answer to Mayor 
Harrison’s communication of three months 
ago, and said courtesy demanded it should 
be given.

TO REVISE STATE LAWS. 


REAL ESTATE BOARD CONSIDERS 
RIDDANCE OF TAX EVILS. 


New City Charter Is Among the Things 
Hoped For—Resolution Looking to 
-® Constitutional Convention Is Re- 
ceived and Referred—Offered hy 
Louis A. Seeberger—Fight Is Decid- 

edad On Against the Two Mill Levy in 
the South Park District. 


A resolution was offered by Louis A. See- 
berger at the meeting of the Real Estate 
board yesterday to start a movement for 
a constitutional convention for a revision 
of the laws of the State. It is intended as 
the beginning of agitation, which many 
members of the board hope will result in 
a new charter for Chicago, making it a 
sovereign district. At the request of Mr. 
Seeberger the resolution was referred with- 
out debate to the Revenue committee to re- 
port at the November meeting of the board. 

The resolution calls attention to the failure 
of all efforts to procure vital reforms in 
the revenue law of the State, and to the 
scandals attending the last general assess- 
ment as the result of a vicious system. 
It states the administration of the govern- 
ment of this city and county is crippled 
and the adoption of many needful reforms is 
nde by the limitation of the constitu- 
tion. 


Suggested Remedy for Evils. 


The resolution calls attention to the pe- 
cullar needs of the city as a metropolis as 
distinguished from a village and to the 
disadvantage of a variety of governments 
exercising jurisdiction in the municipality. 
As a remedy for these evils it is contended 
“the only hope of adequate and permanent 
relief to the people of the county is in a 
revision of the constitution of the State.” 
A committee oi six is asked from the board 
to recommend a method of procedure for 
bringing the question before the people of 
the State. 

The resolution closed by recommending 
every effort be made to create public opinion 
in favor of a special session of the Legis- 
lature for the purpose of considering the 
matter of revenue, and that only, owing to 
the time which must elapse before a new 
code of laws could be put into effect. 


To Fight Two Mill Tax Levy. 


The board decided to fight the levy of a 
two-mill tax by the South Park Commis- 
sioners on all property in the South Park 
district, in addition to the regular tax, 
amounting to $300,000 a year. John P. Wil- 
son, attorney for the board, gave his written 
opinion the additional tax is illegal. Fresi- 
dent Farr said he would await the result of 
the case in the same matter instituted by 
the First National Bank before taking any 
action. 

James W. Ellsworth, President of the 
South Park board, in a letter asked the op- 
position to the tax be removed, as the money 
was necessary to complete the filling of the 
Lake Front Park and for other improve- 
ments. Joseph Donnersberger, a member 
of the South Park and Real Estate boards, 
disputed the figures of President Ellsworth 
and called attention that with all the neces- 
Sary expenditures amply provided for, in- 
cluding the maintenance of the park, the 
expense connected with improvements under 
way, and the redemption of bonds the board 
will have a surplus next March of $42,000. 
This, in addition to the legal tax levy, will 
give As board a total of $550,000 on March 

Attorney Wilson's opinion, touching the 
applicability to the South Park Commis- 
sioners of the act of 1895, under which the 
additional tax levy is ordered, recites “ the 
acts of the South Park Commissioners are 
performed by them not as a corporate au- 
thority of the individual towns forming a 
part of the park district, but as corporate 
authorities of the quasi-municipal district 
known as the South Park District.” 

The opinion concludes: 

“Il am therefore of the opinion said act

TRE OVER “BLIND PIGS.” 


They Claim Ignorance of Bribery 
and Corruption. 


‘MR. HALL SAYS HE [8 READY. 


Mayor Harrison and Chief of Police Kip- 
ley have been considerably aroused by the 
accusations of bribery and corruption 
brought against the Police department in the 
report of President Thomas A. Hall of the 
Hyde Park Protective association on Tues- 
day evening. Both the Mayor and the Chief 
demand that the association produce proofs 
to back up. the charges, and Chief Kipley in 
particular was most pronounced’in his de- 
nunclation of what he termed “ continual 
talking but no facts’ on the part of the citi- 
zens of the prohibition districts, and said 
that he had been anxiously waiting for 
some of the various organizations that have 
been making frequent complaints recently 
to come forward with some proofs. 

That portion of Mr. Hall’s report that 
caused Chief Kipley’s anger to rise to an un- 
usual degree was as follows: 

It was habitual for one or more commanding offi- 
cers in Hyde Park to encourage criminals to come 
into our community, to protect them in their tl- 
legal practices, and as a compensation to take 
money from them at stated intervals. Protected 
gambing-rooms, which in the prohibition district 
usualy contain blind pigs, pay still more liberally. 
Had not, through unforseen circumstances, 4 
larger amount of time and money been needed for 
the completion of our work than there had been 
expected or been able to furnish, it was their ex- 
pectation soon to have in hand evidence of such 
character and bulk as to assure the penitentiary 
for at least one Hyde Park officer, 


Defied to Furnish Proof. 


‘Tl defy them to furnish proof,” said the 
Chief. ‘I have heard these sort of charges 
and allegations for some time, all coming 
from the same source, and all equally as 
lacking in substantial proof, or even rea- 
sonable grounds for suspicion. An officer 
guilty of taking bribes or with being in 
league with such people as this report of Mr. 
Hall’s would intimate would be courting a 
term in prison, and if the citizens of the 
prohibition districts haVe the necessary 
proofs of such guilt why don’t they hasten to 
make an example of the guilty officer. [ 
have always instructed my commanding of- 
ficers to do their duty, and if Mr, Hall or any 
one else, man, woman, or child, will come 
to me and give me some evidence that my or- 
ders are being disregarded, why then I will 
make an object lesson of the offending officer 
to the entire force. I challenge Mr. Hall, I 
challenge anybody to produce sufficient ev- 
idence, and I will promise to handle the case 
to their entire satisfaction.” 


Mayor Consults with Chief. 
Mayor Harrison was also indignant at the 
charges made by the Hyde Park Protective 
association through its President, and' upon 
learning of them he sent for Chief Kipley 
and held a long consultation. 

“The Chief assures me that he is as anx- 
lous as I am to get at the bottom of these 
charges,” said the Mayor. ‘' Where are the 
facts? Why don’t some of these gentlemen 
come forward and supply the necessary 
facts? Charges, sweeping and general, are 
easily made, but to substantiate them is an- 
other matter altogether. If a single in- 
stance can be shown where an officers has 
offended against the rules of the department 
and the laws of the State, I will immediately 
dismiss him from the force; I care nothing 
what his rank may be or whoheis. Let Mr. 
Hall call on me and give me sonie facts."’

The Finance committee reported the set- 
tlement of the first transfer of land needed 
by the district for the widening of Chicago 
River. The property is purchased from the 
estate of George McConnell and the consid- 
eration was $10,000. 


BARS “ADS ” FROM COPYRIGHT. 


Judge Jenkins Holds That They Do Not 
Come Within the Provisions 
of the Statute. 


Judge Jenkins of the United States Court 
of Appeals handed down a decision yester- 
day on the copyright question, holding that 
advertisements intended solely as advertise- 
ments are not capable uf a copyright. 

It was in the case of J. L. Motts Iron 
Works vs. James B. Clow of thiscity. Motts 
had issued an elaborate catalogue for their 
wares, costing them ceveral thousands of 
dollars, and the Clow people had issued cne 
similar. The Motts people sued for an in- 
junction, asking that Clow be enjoined from 
publishing his catalogue, as the cuts in many 
instances were the same as theirown, Judge 
Jenkins says in his opinion: 

‘“‘ The statutes provide that the words‘ un- 
gravings,’ ‘cuts,’ ‘prints’ shall be applied 
only to pictorial illustrations or works con- 
nected with fine arts, and no prints or labels 
designed to be used for any ocvher article. 
To be entitled to a copyright the article 
must have by and of itself some value as 
a composition, at least to the extent of sery- 
ing some purpose other than as a mere ad- 
vertisement. The object of the provision 

as to promote the dissemination of learning 

y inducing intellectual labor in works 
which would promote the genera! knowledge 
in science and useful arts. K is not desig- 
nated as a protection to trades in the par- 
ticular manner in which they might shout 
their wares.

To California in Three Days. 
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General Principles. — 


County Clerk Knopf has not yet been 
formally notified of the action of the offi- 
cers of the First National in filing a bill in 
the Circuit Court late Monday afternoon 
seeking an injunction to restrain him and 
the county authorities from levying and 
collecting an additional two-mill tax on 
Hyde Park, Lake, and South Chicago prop- 
erty for the benefit of the south parks. It 
was expected that the notification would 
have been received yesterday, but up to 5 
o'clock, when Mr. Knopf left his office in 
the County Building, no effort had been 
made to officially notify him that action 
had been begun. 

**T honestly do not believe that the South 
Park commissioners have any legal right 
to impose the extra tax, and the First Na- 
tional Bank and the other banks of the city, 
which I understand are interested in the 
action, have undoubtedly a good case,” said 
he, ‘‘I will fight them, however, and I feel 
confident that I can have the case thrown 
out-of court. When I learned that such 
action had been taken I requested Mr. Brown 
to amend his bill so that only my right to 
collect the specific tax—that is: the extra 
two-mill tax—might be decided in the courts, 
and not attempt to prevent me from levying 
the whole tax. 

** Under the present bill I may be enjoined 
from collecting any taxes for the south 
parks at all, Such is clearly not the inten- 
tion of the action and unless I can prevail 
upon the plaintiffs to amend their bill I 
will do all in my power to have it thrown 
out. Such general actions would have a 
bad effect if encouraged, as any citizen 
could just as well as the banks enjoin me 
from levying and collecting taxes.’’ 


GREAT REVIVAL OF BUSINESS. 


Division Reports in the Postoffice 
Show an Increase Over a 
Year Ago. 


That there has been a revival of business in 
Chicago is apparent from the report made by 
division chiefs to Postmaster Gordon on 
business for September. Superintendent 
Montgomery of the mailing division reports 
that the total weight of the mails for the 
month wes 332,000 pounds, which is 23,000 
pounds more than last September when the 
national political committees were freely 
using the mails, Superintendent Schloss- 
man of the money order division reports 
having handled $2,850,937, an increase of 
27% per cent over the corresponding month 
of last year. Superintendent Jampolis re- 
ported an increase of $84,000 in the amount 
of business at substation No. 56 in the Rand- 
McNally Building for the six months ending 
Sept. 30, as compared with the corresponding 
period of last year. The figures indicate that 
the substation will sell $1,000,000 worth of 
stamps this yéar. Substation No. 58, at Dear- 
born and Monroe streets, is doing a business 
of $800 a day.

John D. Shea, Inspector of Police, returned 
home last night after a three months’ trip 
to Europe in search of health.

former novels, and 
as corroborated by his latest work, “ Old 

Ebenezer,”” which has just been published 
in attractive form by Laird & Lee. 

It must not be imagined from this that 
Mr. Read’s novel is uninteresting. It is 
bright, lively, and often humorous. But 
there is not a real character in it. Even 
Sam Lyman, the central figure, into whose 
clever delineation the author has evidently 
put much of his own experience, is not free 
from the theatricality that destroys belief. 
And Warren, the newspaper publisher, who 
furnishes most of the fun in the book, is an 
out-and-out jumping-jack. It is Mr. Read’s 
weakness that he cannot be humorous and 

‘natural at the same time. His idea of humor 
seems always to be that of the burlesque 
Stage, where the clown skips across the 
Scenes on his heels with lightning-like 
rapidity and shouts his lines in transit. 
Abruptness, both in dialogue and in ac- 
tion, is chiefly what gives this puppet-like 
effect. Warren’s love-making is an example 
of what is meant. It is laughable, but only 
as buffoonery, not as life. 

-Yet.the solemn English critics have latter- 
ly been takjng Mr. Read seriously and have 
been praising him for his spirited portrayal 
of American life. We are glad if Mr. Read 
is securing an audience on the other side 
of the pond, but it is rather saddening to 
think he is giving the complacent John Bull 
material confirming his hereditary sus- 
picions that all Americans are high-gear 
jumping-jacks. That is the part the Ameri- 
can always plays on thegBritish melodramat- 
ic stage, and Mr. Read’s books confirm the 
impression. What with the professional 
tourist, the stage, and Mr. Read’s novels, it 
will soon be impossible to convince a Euro- 
pean that an American is really at times a 
. rational being. 


2. 
Taking ‘‘ Old Ebenezer,’’ then, as in the 
' main a burlesque, it is quite enjoyable. The 
- central motive of the story is as improbable 
as the characters. It grows out of a joking 
marriage ceremony between Sam Lyman, 
the lawyer and editor of the town’of Old 
Ebenezer, and the daughter of the village 
banker. The divinity student who takes 
part in the joke happens to have heen or- 
-@ained that morning, so the knot is a real 
one. With a proud papa, a wicked and 
designing suitor, and various minor char- 
acters, the author works out the story on 
conventional lines, ending it as one might 
expect and wish. 
’ Lyman is not a bad sort of a fellow. In 
fact, he is a.very good sort, with so much 
heart in him that his acts sometimes be- 
come melodramatic but never repellant: He 
has the indispensable combination of roman- 
tic -qualities—wisdom, honesty, and a large 
and ready fist. Incidentally, he is a news- 
paper editor and an author of a $5,000 novel. 
All these things naturally make him an 
. interesting character, so when the white- 
caps come to whip him out of town it gives 
one much satisfaction to see him whip 
them out of their senses, even though he 
has to do it all alone and with no weapon 
but a broken chair. 
In the course of the book Lyman falls into 
the aphorism habit, as per example: 
A preacher can stand anything rather than ridi- 


cule. He may forgive all sorts of abuses, but cry 
** Go up, old ld head!’’ and immediately hecalls 
for the she-bears. 


Tell a man a truth he doesn’t know and he may 

ispute it; call to bis mind a truth which he has 

nown and forgotten, and he regards it as a piece 
of wisdom. 

Nature sometimes makes sport of a man by giv- 
ing him a heart. 

To be condemned to write a conscientious book is 
a@ severe trial, almost a cruel punishment. 

One cannot say just how cruel a punish- 
ment Mr. Read has come through in the mat- 
ter of “ Old Ebenezer,”’ but it has marks of 
conscientious work upon it. But his studied 
~ attempt to “ keep close to the soil’’ has ap- 
parently caused him to lose sight of the ele- 
ment of probability in human character, 
without which the soil can never bear any 
very serious or lasting fruits. 

Mr. Read’s new book is fully as capable of 
successful dramatization as was ‘‘ The Juck- 
lins.’’ ' , 


In “* Songs of December and June,” pub- 
lished by J. B. Lippincott company/ Walter 
Malone attains the distinction of a fifth vol- 
ume devoted exclusively to verse. From 
the beginning of his undergraduate days the 
desire to sing moved this poet, and his ca- 
pacities and longing for expression have 
strengthened with his years.

feeling and a decided rupture between the 
national officers. and the temple manage- 
ment, has been carefully kept within the 
temple walls. At the all day prayer meeting 
held in August, when $34,892 in pledges was 
raised, not one of the national officers was 
present. Some excuses were presented by 
both factions, but the significant fact, which 
was printed.in THE TRIBUNE'S account of 
the day’s proceedings, brought hundreds of 
letters of inquiry from W. C. T. U. readers 
all over the country, who were waiting for 
the decisive step which the National board 
might take. 

Both factions of the W. C. T. U. ranks 
refuse to say anything definite regarding 
the resignation of Mrs. Barker and Mrs. 
Hoffman and the trouble growing out of 
it until after the meeting at Buffalo. 

Mrs. Barker, who is the National Treas- 
urer, would only say: ‘* So long as Iam an 
organ of the W. C. T. U. I. will stand by 
every enterprise indorsed by the organiza- 
tion. It has been suggested by Mrs. Carse 
that the temple trustees be composed of 
business-men. If that charge is made the 
resignation would have been made later.’’ 
Further she absolutely refused to talk, ex- 
cept to pronounce untrue the statements 
published in an evening paper purporting 
to be an interview with her. 

Sara Johnson, the Financial Secretary of 
the temple, while evidently much exerc‘sed 
over the affair, would say nothing what- 
ever, except to express a firm belief in the 
favorable outcome of Mrs. Carse’s enter- 
prise, and a conviction that when the ques- 
tion comes up at Buffalo the national officers 
will not withdraw their support. 

Mrs. Louise 8. Rounds, President of the 
Illinois W. C. T. U.,' is chief among the op- 
ponents of Mrs. Carse and the enterprise 
fostered by her. Because of this the State 
headquarters were removed from the tem- 
ple two years ago, and only brought back 
when Helen Flood returned to Chicago after 
her white ribbon work in England*with Lady 
Henry Somerset. Then the goods and chat- 
tels and W. C. T. U. pamphlets were brought 
back to the temple, and Mrs. Rounds and 
Miss Flood opened an office together. 

-+-

OPIUM NOW THD MOST ACTIVE ART- 
ICLE IN THE DRUG LIST, 


Grouné in Ceylon and Java Heretofore 
Devoted to Cinchonidia Is Being 
Given Over to Tea Culture, and a 
Shortage of Bark Is Expécted in 
Consequence—Big Jamp in Amster- 
dam Auction Prices—Window Glass 
Situation Badly Disturbed. 


The opium market is considerably excited 
and prices have advanced Sc over the quo- 
tations of a week ago. The foundation 
cause of the advance is the fact that at last 
week's bark sales in Amsterdam prices were 
put up 50 per cent. This was considered 
justified by the fact that for a year or two 
bark has been so cheap in Ceylon and Java 
its cultivation has proven anything but sat- 
isfactory, and cinchonidia plantations have 
as a consequence been plowed up and the 
ground given over to the culture of tea. 
The London market for quinine is also 
higher, and latest sales reported are at 144. 
Within the week all foreign brands have 
been advanced to 23c for bulk tn 100-tins, all 
domestic makes to 28¢, and in one instance 
to 30c, while outsiders quote 30c. Moderate 
supplies for ordinary trade needs are ob- 
tainable from a Chicago house at 25c. The 
following are the dates fixed for the auction 
sales of bark during 1897: London, Oct. 12, 
Nov. 16, Dec. 14; Amsterdam, Nov. 4; Dec. 9. 

The general drug list is strong, with more 
advances than reductions in price. Fall 
trade opens with a fair demand for all 
staple, drugs, chemicals, and leading 
proprietary goods, while renewed activity 
in manufacturing lines gives an increased 
demand for all kinds of heavy chemicals 
and supplies used inthe arts. Country trado 
keeps up in a highly satisfactory manner, 
and collections indicate an ample fund of 
soma with which to meet business obliga- 
tions. 

The situation in the paint trade is prac- 
tically at last noted. The autumn demand 
is fully up to expectations, and confidence 
in the future is evidenced in an active de- 
mand for manufacturers’ supplies and sales 
of sufficient quantity of finished goods to 
offset the drain on dealers’ and interior dis- 
tributers’, stocks caused by a fairly satis- 
factory fall consuming season. In lead 
products there is a relatively large demand 
at firm prices. A good business in dry colors 
is reported, and the usual movement of oil 
colors for this season of the year is in 
progress, moderate contracts for future de- 
livery being a feature of the trade. The 
earth products are sélling fairly in a mod- 
erate way at steady prices. Varnishes are 
in good request, particularly from the fur- 
niture trade, and more of the better grade 
of goods is finding outlet than a year ago. 
Collections are moderately prompt, and ail 
branches of the trade are in fairly good 
financial trim.

The Paint, Oil, and Drug Review has the 
following on the window glass situation: 
“The month of October has opened with 
the window glass world in a condition bor- 
dering on chaos. If prosperity has indeed 
returned, and there can be little doubt but 
what a large measure of the commercial 
lubricant known by that name is in daily 
use, the demand for window glass during 
the producing year 1897-'8 will be large, and 
every factory in the country ought to be 
at work. From this time on it is expected 
that domestic producers shall supply the 
home market, a prohibitory tariff having 
been framed with that end in view; yet if 
the factoriés remain idle much longer the 
only recourse of the trade will be to pur- 
chase foreign glass ahd pay the exhorbitant 
tariff placed on same. by our lawmakers. 
It may be safely assumed that the demand 
this year will be larger than usual, and the 
supply, owing to the late start (and no one 
can tell just how late), will be below the 
normal production, and it would seem the 
better part of wisdom that the workers 
terminate their factional quarrel, the manu- 
facturers settle upon a wise plan of or- 
ganization, and the two branches of the 
industry get together and effect a wage 
settlement, that the hum of industry in the 
employment of labor and c&pital may again 
be heard in the field of window glass mak- 
ing. This much is due to buyers of glass 
who fear a ‘famine’ and the people gen- 
erally, who know that increased prosperity 
is based largely upon increased industrial 
activity 

“The present situation is.anomalous. In 
former years the glass men who studied the 
trend of the market and understood the tem- 


per of the workers and manufacturers TC predict 
with a fair degree of accuracy the date of re- 
sum ion at the factories. Not so this year. for 
workers nor manufacturers are of one 
mind. The factional fight among the workers 
prevents alike the manufacturers and men who 
Want to commence blowing from doing so, and a 
general resumption may occur in November or 
may not occur until next February.

STATEMENT OF GRAND TRUNK.

Washington, D. C., Oct. 6—By far the 
most important question to come before the 
Interstate Commerce commisssion this fall 
will be that of the extension of the time in 
which-the railroads engaged in interstate 
commerce must equip their trains with train- 
brake systems and automatic car couplers. 
The act compelling the railroads to equip 
their trains was passed in the closing hours 
of the Harrison administration after a pro- 
tracted and bitter contest. It was approved 
March 2, 1893, and gave the railroads until 
Jan. 1, 1898, to comply with the law. 

The same act provided that the railroads 
should equip their cars with hand rails and 
drawbars before July 1, 1895. The whole 
purpose of this legislation was to insure 
greater safety for passengers and to give 


_ greater security to brakemen and other rail- 


road employés in coupling and uncoupling 
cars. During the five years previous to the 
passage of the act the statistics showed that 
each year one employé:in.every 433 had 
been killed, and one in every thirty-one in- 
jured. Before the time for equipping the 
cars with hand rails and drawbars had ex- 
pired many of the railroads petitioned the 
commission for an extension. This the com- 
mission was empowered to grant, and after 
an examination extended the time when the 
operation of that portion of the act relating 
to hand rails and drawbars should go into 
effect from July 1, 1895, to Feb. 1, 1896. 

The commission is beginning to receive pe- 
titions asking for an extension of the time 
in which the other sections of the act, pro- 
viding for automatic couplers and train- 
brakes, shall go into effect, and before Jan. 
1 it must decide this important question. | 

e railroads ask from one to ten years 
ger than the law provides. The last re- 
ports of the railroads made to the commis- 

sion upon their equipment (April 1, 1896) 
show that the passenger trains were almost 
entirely equipped as required by law, but 
that enly about one-third of the , freight 
trains and cars had been provided with the 
proper safety appliances. 

.The figures on that date showed that of the 
83,326 passenger cars owned by the railroads 
of the country 32,334 were equipped with 
automatic couplers and 32,965 with train- 
brake appliances. Of the 1,217,340 freight 
ears 458,419 were equipped with automatic 
couplers and 360,303 with trainbrakes. Of 
the 36,285 locomotives, freight and passen- 
ger, 20,196 were equipped with the driving 
wheel brakes provided for by the act. 

Since this report the work of equipping the 


- freight cars has gone steadily on, but it is 


doubtful whether more than 50 or 60 per cent 


are supplied with the patery appliances re- 


quired by law. 
The last annual report ‘of the commission 


St ghows that 1,811 railroad employés were 


a 


killed during the year and 25,696 injured, a 
decrease of twelve in the number of killed 
and 2,274 in the number of the injured, as 
compared with the previous year. The de- 
crease in both killed and wounded is largely 
attributed to the improvement and more 
general use of safety appliances. Members 
of the commission feel that in extending the 
time they jeopardize human life, but they 
also realize that some of the railroads have 
not been financially able to comply with the 
law. It is probable an extension will be 
granted. 

Should the commission decide not to grant 
an extension the railroads whose cars are 
not equipped Jan. 1, 1898, will be liable to a 
fine of $100 for each and every offense 
against the act. By the terms of the law an 


-employé injured by any lécomotive, car, or 


train in use contrary to its provision shall 
not be deemed to have assumed the risk oc- 
casioned thereby, although continuing in the 
employment of the road after the unlawful 
use of such locomotive, car, or train has been 
brought to his knowledge.
